1 . Applicant's amendment filed 6/19/2008 is acknowledged. Claims 1-26 have been 
canceled. Claims 27-37 are pending and addressed below. All of the amendments 
and arguments have been thoroughly reviewed and considered. Applicant's 
amendments place the claims 27-37 in condition for allowance. Accordingly, all of the 
prior art rejections of the prior Office Action are withdrawn. An examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance appears below. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 27- 
37 are deemed in condition for allowance because no prior art was found teaching or 
suggesting the combination of SNPs as recited in the Groups 1-6 for positively detecting 
the presence of lung cancer in a sample in a single assay. The prior art does not 
recognize the association of different SNPs in the various combinations with an 
increased specificity of detecting lung cancer as required in the claims. Accordingly, 
the claims are deemed novel and unobvious.
